He declared that the abduction of Eich.’nann violated Argentina's 
acrarelgnty, ad he demanded that Israel return Elchmann and 
punish those who abducted him* 


The Soviet delegate, A, A, Sobolev, stated that for many years, 
right up to the collapse of the Ritler regime, Eichnann vtrs in 
charge of the special Gestapo department vriich carried out the 
orders of the !iaai leadership or the extermination of the JevAsh 
population.. 


The Soviet, representative pointed out that as s result ox tills 
policy of connivance many war crinln&la r.ov held high posts in 
the Federal German Republic and in NATO,, engaging in revanchist 
activities leading to the resurgence of fascism in V'est Germany, 
which is a threat to peace* 

Speaking about the complaint of the Argentine Government against 
Israel, Sobolev noted that in&ny war criminals have found refuge 
on Argentina territory aid the Argentine Government is doing 
nothing tc apprehend ana extradite than.- This is exactly hor 
it acted in the Eichnanr. case, thus violating Its undertaking 
net tc give refuge to var crinA rials 

Sobolev closed his statement by o eying that the Soviet Union 
haa always stood for the strict cbsfcpv?inc5 of the general 
principle of respect for sovereignty in international relations 
and considers impermissible any' actions violating this principle. 
Therefore, he declared 3 the Soviet delegation shares Argentina’s 
attitude on this question. 

The 17.5. and British delegates who spake after the Soviet 
representative declared their support of the idea of punishment 
of war criminals and the impermissibility of violation of the 
sovereignty of other countries.
